000,000 of the funds derived from 
bonds would be used_in completing the 
5,500 miles of highway in the state 
system and the other $25,000,000 
be returned to the various counties 
that have advanced funds for the con- 
struction of state _Akighways. 

The legislative committee of the as- 


sociation tonight adopted a resolution 
urging the state assembly to “increase 
and adjust the gasoline tax in such 
& manner as will give to the highway 
board not less than four cents per gal- 
lon for its use and leave to the coun- 
ties the one cent now being given 
them. This increase to be made ayail- 
able dor at least two years from pas- 
sage of the act.” 

This, according to officials, would 
increase-the gasoline tax to 6 cents. 
The resolution will be reported to the 
convention tomorrow morning and of- 
ficials of the association say it is cer- 
tain to pass, 

The money would be used to con- 
tinue, the highway construction pro- 
gram until the proposed bend issue 
can be submitted to the voters for 
ratification, 

The proposal to recommend a $75.- 
100.000 bond issue wae submitted to 
the commissiouers this morning by 
the special highway committee that 
Was appointed to canvass the situation 
and make recommendations for a 
financial program that would permit 
rapil construction of a system of 
paved highways in the state.

publie, tonight seemed definitely 


wrecked. 

A sub-committee will be appointed 
tomorrow to prepare a report to the 
several governments stating the “why” 
of the failure. This sub-committee, 
conceivably, may furnish a loophole 
through which revival of the confer- 
ence could be sought but the general 
opinion tonight did not anticipate 
such a development. 

Demands Saar Valley Return. 


Dr. Hijalmar Schacht, chief of the 
German delegation, today made con- 
tinuation of the conference hopeless 
when he stated defenitely that pay- 
ment of even one-half of the total 
sums demanded must be conditional 
on abolition of the Danzig corridor, 
revision of the frontier of upper Si- 
lesia and immediate return of the 
Saar valley to Germany. 

A sub-committee headed by Lord 
Revolstoke had met today to en- 
deavor to bring about an agreement 
between the Germans and the allies 
on the first ten of 15 annuiies. 

Discussion never got beyond the 
firgt annuity. Dr. Sehacht. taking 
the floor at

CHRISTOPHER CASE 
1S NEARING JURY 


Stone Mountain Man 
Pleads Insanity in Slay- 
ing of Wife—Girl Testi- 
fies Against Him, 


Basing his hope of acquittal on 
neighbors’ testimony that he is in- 
sane, Leroy VY. Christopher, who shot 
and killed his wife at Stone Mountain 
April 9, this afternoon will see his 
fate given to a jury in DeKalb coun- 
ty superior court at Decatur. 

More than 30 defense witnesses 


Thursday took the stand and testified 
to “queer” actions of Christopher 
preceding the fatal shooting. The de- 
fense told the court, presided over by 
Judge John B. Hutcheson, that Chris- 
topher had been-nunder a delusion for 
years, and introduced witnesses to 
this effect. 

Christopher himself will not take 
the stand, it wak& announced by de- 
fense counsel, Robert Ramspeck and 
r. K. Burns. 

State Rests Case. 

The state rested shortly after 10:30 
o'clock Thursday morning following 
an account of ‘the shooting by Irene 
Christopher, the defendant's 12-year- 
old daughter. 

Irene, taking the stand against her 
father, told how he had come home 
after being out all night and how he 
had fired from the dining room of 
their small home, killing her mother. 
No word was spoken immediately 
prior to the slaying, she said. Her 
father fired as her mother was bena- 
ing over the cook stove, preparing 
breakfast. 

Picks Up Shotgun. 

Trene testified that her father had 
picked up the shotgun shortly after 
arriving home, declaring &ome one 
in the loft had hit him over the head. 
He woke her mother, Irene said, and 
she convinced him there was no one 
in the loft. He stood the gun in a 
corner of the room, she said, but 
picked it up again a few minutes later 
and went into the dining room, taking 
a seat in view of the kitchen stove. 

Irene said she got up and dressed. 
As she started into the kitchen to help 
her mother she declared her father 
fired without warning, killing Mrs. 
Christopher. 

The child told the jury how her fa- 
ther had been given money by her 
mother on many occasions when he 
was out of work. He was employed 
but seldom, she said. - She also told 
how her father had attacked her 
mother with a chair once when she 
had no money to give him. 


Other Witnesses. 


P. J. Richardson, another witness 
for the state and a neighbor of Chris- 
topher, testified that the defendant 
had told him a-few minutes after the 
shooting that “he saw.someone run- 
ning across the garden.” Richardson 
also declared that the defendant had 
said he was out with a mind reader 
prior to: the shooting and that “they” 
had attempted to,hang him. 

The state explained to the court 
that it would attempt to show in re- 
buttal testimony that Christopher was 
sane and. normal at the time of the 
slaying. The state contends that 
Christopher killed his wife at the end 
of a protracted drinking spree. More 
than 6O witnesses" have been subpoe- 
naed by the state to testify as to 
Christopher's sanity and alleged drink- 
ing habits. 

The defense is expected to complete 
its testimony shortly after court con- 
venes today and the presecution has 
announced questioning of each witness 
will be short. 


The case is being prosecuted by Soli- 
titor-General Clande C. Smith and 
Frank Grigzard.

Clemenceau Sought Oust- 
ing of American Com- 


| fhander at War’s Close, 


Said in Interview. 


Paris, April 18.—(#)—How 
mier Clemenceau. sought to persuade 
Marshal Foch that General Joha J. 
Pershing should be removed from com- 
mand of the American expeditionary 
forces toward the end of the World 
War, was told today in an interview, 
published by the Temps, which the 
late marshal gave to the French 
writer, Raymond Recouly. Ps 

The interview is one of many 
which Marshal Foch granted M. 
Recouly during the last 15 years of 
their close friendship and will form 
part of a book ealled “The Memorial 
of Foch” which be 
in a few days. 

M. Clemenceau, it is understood, 
will give his version 6f the affair 
after publication of ‘the book. * Mean- 
while, General Pershing told the As- 
sociated Press this afternoon he had 
nothing to say on the subject at 
present. 

M. Recouly quotes Marshal Foch as 
sayins; Premier Clemenceau considered 
General Pershing's efferts: to build up 
an autonomous army, acting by itself 
within the allied ranks, was prevent- 
the Americans from giving the 
they should have given 
allied cause as a whole. 

The “Tiger” accused General 
Pershing of being too stubborn and 
headstrong “and reproachéd Marshal 
Foch for being too patient and easy 
with the American’ commander. M. 
Clemenceau declared the time had 
come to go over General Pershing’s 
head and appeal directly to Presi- 
dent W oodrow Wilson to intervene 
and, if that failed, to remove him. 

It was on October 21 when Cha- 

teau-Thierry, St. Mihiel and the Ar- 
gonne were history that Clemenceau, 
according to M. Recouly's story. aft- 
er faving already spoken to Foch on | 
the subject, sent the marshal a let- 
ter insisting that if his natient. meth- 
ods with General Pershing failed to 
yield results he should not fesiiace 
for a moment to appeal to President 
Wilson. 
__ Marshal Foch said to have re- 
plied that to have done this would 
have been to tilt, like Don Quixote, 
with a lance against windmills. 

‘It was not at all certain that 
President Wilson would have acceded 
without difficulty to my demand and 
sacrificed Pershing,” Marshal Foch 
told M. Reeouly. “If after that in- 
cident, with which he would natural- 
ly have been acquainted, General 
Pershing had been kept at his post 
he would without doubt have been 
more stubborn than ever. 

“Even supposing he had been re- 
placed, his successor would have 
needed time to get in touch with 
everything. We would have _ gained 
nothing by the change and it is 
quite probable that we would have 
lost something. That was my 
opinion... . 

“IT was convinced,” Mr. Recouly 
quotes Marshal Foch as saying, “that 
my method of commanding, based 
upon persuasion much more than on 
severity, was a good one, the only

Willebrandt Orders U. S. 
Attorneys To Use Dis- 
cretion in Selecting Vic- 
tims for Court. 


MUST PRESERVE 
RESPECT FOR LAW 


Miner Offenders Not To 
Be Tried on Harsh Stat- 
ute, Is Latest Order 
From Capital. 


Washington, April 18.—()—Prose- 
cution of violations of the national 
prohibition law under the Jones act 
permitting maximum sentences of five 
years in prison and fincs of $10,000 
will be made only on strong cases 
involving commercialism which war- 
rant a sentence of more than a year 
in prison. 

Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt, as- 
sistant attorney-general in. charge of 
prohibition enforcement, announced 
today she had so instructed United 
States attorneys in a letter accom- 
panying copies of the Jones act passed 
by congress last March 2. Mrs. Wille- 
brandt told the prosecutors that, to 
give the new law a fair test, they 
should use “wise discretion” as to the 
character of the cases and not prose- 
cute under the Jones act those of 


minor character. 
The complete text of Mrs. Wille- 
brandt’s letter was: 
Text of Letter. 


“You will note that by virtue of 
the prison sentences authorized by 
that act (Jones law) the offenses of 
illegal manufacture, sale, transporta- 
tion, importation, and exportation of 
intoxicating liquors under the nation- 
al prohibition act have been raised 
to the status of felonies, and there- 
fore. if committed after the passage 
of the act, may be prosecuted onéy 
upon an indictment or presentment 
by a grand jury. If committed prior 
to the act, such offenses are subject 
to the same penalties and may be 
prosecuted in the same manner as 
though the act had not been passed. 

“All other offenses under the na- 
tional prohitition act, including first 
and. second offenses of possession of 
intoxicating liquor, maintenance of 
common nuisance, violation of the 
terms of a permit, and the making 
of a false record, report, or affi- 
davit remain misdemeanors and may 
be prosecuted as heretofore by crimi- 
nal information. 

Give Law Fair Test. 

“In order that this new legislation 
may be given a fair test, it is sug- 
gested that you use a wise discre- 
tion as to the character of cases in 
which you seek indictments for vio- 
lations coming within its purview. 
Only good strong cases involving com- 
mercialism should be made the basis 
for..these initial tests. Isolated vio- 
lations, cases in which evidence ren- 
ders conviction doubtful and cases in 
which the offense is of such a minor 
character as does not in your jadg- 
ment warrant more than a 12 months’ 
sentence, should, if practicable, be 
prosecuted *by criminal information 
upon a charge of possession, common 
nuisance or other misdemeanor charge 
under the national prohibition act. 
Your discretion in these matters 
should, however, be carefully exer- 
cised with a view to the best inter- 
ests of justice and the creation in 
the public mind of a-confidence in the 
effectiveness of the new law as an en- 
forcement measure.”

The farm bills now before the two 
branches of congress are practically 
identical except for the debenture 
section and this proposal, voted down 
overwhelmingly by the house agricul- 
ture committee. which seems destined 
to provoke as much difficuity as did 
the equalidgation fee in former years. 

Administration leaders scanning the 
initial skirmishing saw in today’s de- 
velopments the potentialities of a bit- 
ter stroggle between the two houses 
before a farm measure is sent to the 
White House.

THE FRUIT FLY BLOCKADE. 


The Georgia board of entomology 
has ordered a blockade against bulk 
shipments into the state of Florida 
citrus fruits infected by the Medi- 
terranean “fruit fly’ recently dis- 
covered in the Florida orchards. 

Quite to be expected was the 
strenuous protest immediately sent 
up by the fruit growers and ship- 
pers of the Peninsular state. 

They protest that only small areas 
in Florida have been touched by the 
devastating and health-affecting fly, 
and that they are taking every pos- 
sible means of destroying the in- 
vaders and guaranteeing the safe 
character of their fruit shipments. 

That is all very well, but it does 
not dissipate the apprehensions that 
grow out of the simple presence of 
the fly in Florida. History gives 
proof that the discovery of a single 
case of yellow fever in Florida has 
made it both wise and imperative 
to quarantine against the state by 
both its own communities and those 
of adjacent states. 

The United States d¢partment of 
agriculture has ordered a hearing at 
Washington for next Monday ‘‘to 
consider the advisability of quaran- 
tining the state of Florida on ac- 
count of the pest and of restricting 
or prohibiting the movement of 
peaches, plums, grapefruit, oranges 
and all] other hosts of this insect 
from that state or from any district 
therein.” 

That action should take the sting 
out of the Georgia precautionary

| dore Herzl, the Viennese journalist 


who became the founder of political 
Zionism. The foremost Jewish writers 
of America and Europe are contrib- 
uting articles, essays and studies to 
this commemorative volume. In fact 
the book promises to be of so vast a 
scope as to be a review of Jewish his- 
tory during the last quarter-century 
in all its phases and in the entire 
world. Still the critical and historical 
essays will be grouped and find their 
nucleus in the personality of Herzl, 
who was indeed a fascinating figure. 
During his tenure of the position of 
Paris correspondent of the Freie 


Presse of Vienna it was said the chan- 
cellories considered that position of 
greater importance than that of their 
ambassadors. It was during the tur- 
bulent event of the Dreyfuss affair 
that Herzl realized the’insecurity of 
Jewish life in many of the European 
countries. And seeking for a solution, 
he traveled up and down Europe 
seeking some place where the hunted 
Jew should be able to find a place 
of refuge. Yet his interminable inter- 
views and audiences with emperors, 
sultans, bankers and statesmen pro- 
duced no immediate results. He then 
created the Zionist organization,~a 
body which he aimed to be the ad- 
vance guard and the trail-blazers for 
the national idea of Jewry, ready to 
take- upon itself the direction of. or- 
ganized national life for the Jewish 
people when the opportunity should 
present itself. The opportunity came 
at the close of the war when Britain 
freed Palestine from the Turk. But 
Herzl had died in 1904.

Ask Recall. 


French public opinion is being en- 
listed to bring about the recall from 
exile of Henri Guilbeaux, one of 
the glories of French letters, who was 
condemned to death in 1919 by a 
court-martial. The men who are work- 
ing on Guilbeaux’s behalf are Rolland, 
Einstein, Shaw, Bennett, Emil Lud- 
wig, Heinrich Mann, Stefan Zweig, 
Fritz Von Unruh, Freud, Feuchtwan- 
ger, Gerhart Hauptmann, Ernest Tol- 
ler, Piscator and a group of eminent 
Frenchmen. Guilbeaux was condemned 
on the charge of “intelligence with 
the enemy.” 

During the war he was editor and 
publisher of an anti-militarist review 
Tomorrow, that appeared in Ge- 
neva. A cosmopolitan all his life, he 
continued to receive Germans at his 
Geneva home, as well as Frenchmen 
of course, during the war. The lead- 
ing spirits of Europe, enumerated 
above, have signed a declaration ad- 
dressed to the French government, in 
which they say that they are con- 
vinced of Guilbeaux’s innocence. They 
further affirm in  unvarnished lan- 
guage that they believe the military 
court to have been uhder the influence 
of war hysteria-and they remind the 
French government that the “ruth- 
lessness of the court-martial” was 
“thought to have been suppressed since 
the Dreyfuss affair.” Indications are 
that M. Painleve, whe is not only 
war minister but also vice president 
of the League of the Rights of Man, 
will intervene on behalf of the gentle 
universalist that is Guilbeaux.

ULTRAVIOLET INFLUENCE. 


Window glass that admits a consid- 
erable part of the ultraviolet rays of 
sunlight, costs around $1.40 a square 
foot. That is not more, in fact I be- 


lieve slightly less than plate glass 
costs. So it seems fair to say that 
every family that can afford an au- 
tomobile can afford to have some or 
all of the windows of the home glazed 
with this new kind of glass. It is 
now made by various large glass 
manufacturers. 


A reader reminds me that I muffed 
one recently when I attempted to 
answer that irrepressible query: Why 
do folks have more colds in the winter 
and spring if exposure to cold and wet 
has nothing to do with it? In my 
answer I neglectéd to point out the ab- 
sence of the ultraviolet influence in 
the winter time. 

The relative proportion of ultra- 
violet rays in sunlight is lowest in 
mid-winter and highest in mid-sum- 
mer. The shortest day in the year 
falls on or about mid-winter when the 
noonday sun is lowest and its rays 
Precious little ultra- 
violet then, even when the sun shines. 
We avoid what little there is by re- 
maining. more indoors and covering 
our skin against the sunlight when 
we do go out. 

Something in this ultraviolet influ- 
ence seems to be essential for the de- 
velopment of immunity against infec- 
tion im general and respiratory infec- 
tion -in particular. Consider, for in- 
stance, the great benefit obtained from 
sunbath treatment for tuberculosis 
among children. As they gradually ac- 
guire a mahogany tan they get well; 
he tanning doesn’t cure them, but 
merely indicates how much ultraviolet 
they have Absorbed. 

Of course it is purely theory that 
the relative lack of ultraviolet influ- 
ence in the winter time accounts for 
the greater frequency of respiratory 
infections in the spring. But it is at 
least a reasonable explanation. 

Although’ the special glass’ that 
transmits ultraviolet rays is not so 
expensive, many people may still find 
a temporary window that will admit 
the ultraviolet worth using. Sand- 
wich a strip of cellophane which may 
(be obtained from hardware dealers) 
between two frames of inch mesh 
chicken wire. This makes a window 
that will stand weather a year, and 
it admits virtually as large a portion 
of the ultraviolet rays as the special 
glass does; a homemade window of 
this description costs less than a bot- 
tle of cough medicine. 

Every household, where there are 
young children should have at least 
one room equipped with such windows, 
on the sunniest side of the house, 
where the children can enjoy the bene- 
fits of ultraviolet influence all day. 

Of course the direct sunlight upon 
the naked skin is the best of all 
sources of ultraviolet ray treatment, 
if direct sunlight is to be had. The 
mid-summer sunlight is richest in ul- 
traviolet rays, and the four or five

Holder Speaks. 


Co-operation of counties with the 
state highway board has made pus- 
sible the present progress of Georgia 
in highway construction, John N. 
Holder, chairman of the board told 
the county commissioners in his ad- 
dress today. 


The fact that Georgia now has 1,- 
800 miles of paving and 29.39 miles 
of bridges was due in a great meas- 
ure to the pioneer road construction 
work done by counties in co-operation 
with the federal government before 
the advent of the state gas tax in 
1924, ‘he said. 

Pointing out that the counties not 
only provided the right of way and 
local material on general projects, he 
cited the recent Georgia flood contin- 
gencies when county commissioners 
offered their forces to save bridges, 
fills and roadways. 

He recalled that prior to 1924, be- 
fore the state highway board had any 
ambitious programs, the counties 
matched federal aid on a _ half-and- 
half basis either with money or con- 
vict labor to make much road con- 
struction possible. It was really only 
three years, he said, that the state 
board had an extensive road building 
program, but that the help of coun- 


}\ties had accounted for more than 5,- 


000 miles of highways on the state aid 
system. % 
Georgia Ranks Eighteenth. 

Figures he quote: gave Georgia a 
relative rank of eighteenth in the na- 
tion for mileage of concrete roads, 
with macadam road ranking virtually 
the same, while in the south the state 
ranked fifth for conerete roads and 
fourth in macadam highways.

Thursday told Mr. Yeomans that all 
roads west through Thomasville were 
closed, and that all peace offficers and 
highway maintenance men along the 
border were being given official identi- 
fication cards as deputy quarantine 
inspectors, to catch side road trucks. 
_ Gaddis said that two loads for Fort 
Valley and one for Perry had gotten 
through the quarantine from the in- 
fested area and should be confiseated 
at once. Steps were being taken 
Thursday afternoon to apprehend the 
three loads of fruit for confiscation.

Public Hearing Monday. 


-A public hearing will be held Mon-

and be-heard either in person or by 
attorney, it was announced Thursday. 

A bulletin from Arthur M. Hyde, 
secretary of agriculture, says that in 
view of the discovery of the fruit fly 
in citrus groves in Orange county, 
Florida, it appears necessary to con- 
sider the advisability of quarantining 
the state of Florida and of restricting 
or prohibiting the movement of 
peaches, plums, grapefruit, oranges 
and all other hosts of the pest, from 
Florida or from any. districts of that 


state, 
Inquiries From Florida. 


The state entomologist Thursday 
was deluged with inquiries from Flori- 
da with reference to the quaraifine. 
The Florida Citrus Growers’ Clearing 
House Association wanted to know 
whether Georgia would inspect boxed 
fruit moving under refrigeration to 
points beyond this state, and whether 
bulk earload shipments would be al- 
lowed to go through Georgia. he 
Citrus Clearing House \ Association 
telegram said, “Our plant board bend- 
ing every effort to confine pest to 
present limited area and regards as 
safe the movement of fruit excent 
from or through infested area. Any 
upnecessary limitation movement fruit 
from safe areas will work great hard- 
ship on our growers.” 

Mr. Yeomans replied by wire that 
“Georgia will not intercept or inspect 
Florida citrus fruit moving through 
Georgia for points beyond provided 
shipped in -sealed refrigerator car.

“Certainly every effort should be 
made not to saddle upon the game a 
radical innovation that offends the 
millions who have helped to make 
football America’s most popular out- 
door sport,” he asserts. 

Declaring that the reaction to the 
change in the rules which makes it 


illegal for a player on the defending 
side to run with a fumbled hall “has 
been almost unanimously unfavora- 
ble,” Mr. Hutchinson forinally recom- 
mends; 

_“That because of the strong oppo- 
sition expressed to this particular 
rule, the rules committee postpone its 
application until 1980, and that in 
the meantime it make an effort to 
learn the real sentiment of the entire 
college world, for which it legislates, 
with regard to this change.” 


WAIT YEAR. 


Also, “that hereafter no important 
changes in the rules become effective 
until one year after they have been 
promulgated, or until they have been 
approved by a representative member- 
ship of the National Collegiate Ath- 
letie Association.” 

“In my recollection, which extends 
back to my own football days in the 
80's,” Mr. Hutchinson continues, “no 
change has produced so much unfa- 
vorable comment. Comment, which 
has come from spectators, old players 
and newspaper critics, has, in my 
judgment, been so uniformly unfavor- 
able that I should think the commit- 
tee would seriously consider whether 
it had not.made a mistake er at least 
had acted too hastily.” 


GOAL POSTS. 


The Penn alumnus also registers 
objection to the rule moving back the 
coal posts, which was adopted two 
years ago, and suggests that a year's 
consideration before final action 
might have been wise. The move, 
he says, has “virtually killed drop 
and place kicking,” while the danger 
of injury by collision with the up- 
rights might haye been eliminated by 
“a new type of goal posts, the posts 
themselves to be set back a few yards, 
with the cross bar projected at the 
proper height above the goal line.” 


New York, April 18.—(#)—Any idea 
that football leaders generally did not 
have opportunity to express their opin- 
ion before the new fumble provision 
was adopted was termed “absurd” by 
Chairman Edward K. Hall, of the 
national football rules committee, to- 
day, when informed of the protest 
made by Sydney E. Hutchinson, of 
Pennsylvania. 

The Football Coaches’ Association 
favored the change “by an overwhelm- 
ing vote” at its New Orleans conven- 
tion and the rule was passed unani- 
mously three months later at a meet- 
ing of the rules committee to which 
were invited prominent coaches and 
football officials, Mr. Hall recalled, 

“We have not done anything in 
years that will do so much to simpli- 
fy the rules as this one change,” he 
said, adding that most of the comment 
coming to his attention was decidedly 
favorable. 


MORE OPEN GAME. 


The change will result in a more 
open game, he predicted, and it by 
no means removes the penalty for 
fumbling, as the team dropping the 
ball still loses possession. 

“If the foobtall rules committee is 


| not making good rules,” he sugggested, 
“it ought to be put out and somebody 
| else put in.

“We can’t have a plebiscite on 
changes in the rules because it is not 
practical, but we come pretty close 
to it when we get the opinions of all 
the coaches.”

The rroiecting types of goal 
post suggested by Mr. Hutchinson was 
considered by the committee two years 
ago, he added, but proved too expen- 
sive for high schools and for most col- 
leges.

lin the next five years, pointing out 


that the tonnage now carried was in- 
creasing by leaps and bounds in all 
sections. 

Speaking of his remarkable deyel- 
opments in the coastal regions of 
Georgia, which have attracted nation- 
wide attention, Mr. Coffin stated that 
he had first been attracted to the 
state for sentimental reasons, since 
it was the home of his grandfather. 
Then, having investigated the situ- 
ation for himself, he was struck by 
the unlimited possibilities of Georgia's 
coastal islands, whieh he said have 
not failed yet to cast their spell on 
any visitors. 

“You native Georgians really don’t 
know your own coastal territory,” he 
declared, “In my opinion, it is the 
most remarkable bit of terrain in 
the entire country and one well worth 
the time and attention of anyone, par- 
ticularly you who live so close to it.” 

Mr. Coffin then gave a brief history 
of the region, pointing out that set- 
tlements there antedated the landing 
of the pilgrims by many years, and 
giving a number of highly interesting 
facts which ‘are little known. He 
said that the coastal islands were the 
eradle of Christianity in America; 
that missions were established there 
long before anywhere else in what is 
now the United States, and that the 
battle of Bloody Marsh, fought be- 
tween the English and the Spanish 
in 1742, was the first decisive battle 
fought on this continent and really 
settled the question of whether Amer- 
ica should be English or Spanish. 

Best In Country, 

“We regard all this too lightly,” 
he went on. “Here we have the most 
colorful and infttresting historical 
background of any seetion of the 
country and with the addition of the 
remarkable climate and _ beautiful 
scenery, the result is nothing short of 
marvelous. It is by far the most 
desirable recreation. center in the 
country. There is no form of amuses! 
ment which is not afforded there. We 
have shooting, fishing, fox. hunting, 
sailing, boating. be@thingy in ~ fact, 
practically all the advantages along 
this line that can be found anywhere. 
Just come down and see for your- 
selves,” he urged. 

At the conclusion of his talk, Mr. 
Coffin was presented with a beauti- 
ful silver shield on behalf of the 
Presidents Club “in appreciation and 
recognition of his patriotic and con- 
in the development 
of Georgia.” 

Mr. Coffin was officially welcomed 
at the gathering by Governor Hard- 
man, who stated that “he has con- 
tributed more to the state of Georgia 
than any other man” and that he 
was fully capable of developing to 
the utmost all the possibilities of the 
coastal section. 

Brunswiek Tribute. 

Alfred C. Newell, chairman of the 
program committee, then introduced 
all the members of the Coffin party, 
one of whom, Millard Reese, promi- 
nent attorney, paid Mr. Coffin a beau- 
tiful tribute in telling how the peo- 
ple of Brunswick regarded him, say- 
ing’ that ‘he was a-man who “could 
walk with kings, nor lose’ the com- 
mon touch” and that his wealth con- 
sisted not so much of material things 
but of sentiment as well. 

The speech of introduction was 
made by Mr. Newell, who character- 
ized the guest of honor not as an 
adopted son of Georgia, but as a 
native son “‘one or two generations 
removed.” 

“He does not care for fulsome flat- 
tery,” he stated, “but I have this to 
say: Wherever his deft fingers have 
touched there is evidence of the scien- 
tific planning of the trained engineer, 
plus the conception of the real ar- 
tist.”’

Borah Protest Seen as Prison 
Head Follows Snook 
Into Exile. 


Washington, April 18.—(Special.) 
Further fuel has been added to the 
fire of congressional criticism aimed 
at Assistant United States Attorney- 
yeneral Mabel Walker Willebrandt by 
the revelation here today that she has 
demanded the resignation of Captain 
Albert H. Conner, federal superintend- 
ent of prisons, as an outgrowth’ of 
her long-standing row with former 
Warden John W. Snook, of the At- 
lanta penitentiary, whom she ousted 
similarly recently. 

The latest move of the woman as- 
sistant is expected to prove the final 
straw that will bring the wrath of 
Senator William E. Borah, of Idaho, 
down on her official head. Both Cap- 
tain Conner and Snook come from 
Borah’s home state, and are under- 
stood to have been appointed largely 
upon his recommendation. 

Borah Protest Seen. 

As one of the leading critics of the 
espionage system practiced by the de- 
partment of justice under Mrs. Wille- 
brandt’s direction, Senator Borah is 
expected to voice a vigorous protest 
that will carry to the steps of the 
White House. Moreover, retirement 
of Superintendent Conner is scheduled 
to intensify demands for a congres- 
sional investigation of department of 
justice affairs with respect to prison 
management, 

The Idaho senator withheld com- 
ment today pending official informa- 
tion from the department. 

Department officials declined to 
make any statement as to why he was 
leaving. The only infermmation given 
was that the resignation had been pre- 
sented in keeping with the general 
practice of all appointive officers to 
hand in their credentials to the presi- 
dent upon a change in administra- 
tions, 

When the question was put to him 
as to whether Mrs. Willebrandt had 
demanded his retirement, Captain 
Conner asked to be exeused from mak- 
ing a reply. 

Nevertheless, it is learned that he 
is leaving the service on July 1 after 
filling the post for tlfe past two years, 


and that his resignation is the direct

Lleally, 
words themselves have nothing to do 
with it. If so, the publishers of every 
dictionary could be indicted and sent 
to prison, 

“Il am satisfied, your honor, that to 
constitute obscenity the whole facts 
of the publication must be such as to 
create in the minds of those who may 
read it, a feeling or desire of want- 
ing to commit obscene acts. And in 
those who may read it—not who might 
read it. “This is not a book for chil- 
dren. This is a more serious book af- 
fecting life. A child would not read 
it—it is a book really for only quite 
well-educated people.” 

Theme Immaterial. 

In charging the jury today. Judge | 
Haves said that the theme of the book | 
was immaterial, the object of the aus | 
thor was immaterial, and lesson in- 
tended was immatérial. . The whole 
tone of the book, he added; was imma- 
terial. 

“The enly question before you,” he 
declared, “is ‘Are the pages read 
to you and set ferth in the 
amendment of the complaint impure, 
indecent and obscene and manifestly 
tending toward the corruptions of 
youths?’ If that is so, it is not neces- 
sary to find that the words alone are 
indecent. You must determine if the 
thoughts aroused by those words are 
offensive to morality and to chastity 
and manifestly tend to corrupt youth. 

“Tf the language used is such as 
to arouse animal rather than spiritual 
thoughts, if desires are aroused in 
the minds of those susceptible to such 
influences, if the language used is 
such as to arouse unchaste thoughts 
in the minds of youth into whose 
hands the book might fall, you are 
warranted in finding a verdict of 
guilty.” 

But three ballots were taken by 
the jury. On the first two the vote 
was 10 to 2 for conviction, while the 
final was unanimous for conviction.

Ontario District Is Greatly 
Alarmed as Quarantine 
Starts. 


Melbourne, Ontario, April 18.—(#) 
Stringent health regulations went into 
effect in Elkfrid township today 
where residents have become alarmed 
over a mysterious disease that has 
caused four deaths and much illness. 

School sessions, church services, en- 
tertainments and public funerals were 
ordered suspended by the township 
board of health until May 1. Per- 
sons ill with the disease were ordered 
quarantined and those who have been 
in contact with the disease were or- 
dered inoculated. 

Although the nature of the malady 
has not been determined, its symp- 
toms were said to indicate black dipia- 
theria. Cultures have been forward- 
ed to the institute of public health 
and meanwhile all suspects have been 
given diphtheria anti-toxin. 

The four death oceurred in two 
neighboring families, all the victims 
dying a few hours after being strick- 
en. Five other persons are seriously 
ill and numerous sore throats have 
been reported. 

The first victim was Miss Barbara 
Sinclair, who at first was thought to 
have died of blood poisoning result- 
ing from a cut hand sustained in 
opening a jar of fruit. Her mother, 
Mrs. Dougald Sinclair, died yesterday 
afternoon en route to a hospital aft- 
er a few hours’ illness. Daniel Brown, 
who. had attended the funeral of Miss 
Sinclair, died after 12 hours’ illness 
and his nine-year-old brother. Wil- 
liam, died after an illness of six 
hours. 

Edward Sinelair. a 
Dougald Sinclair, has been removed 
to a hospital. Miss Mary Sinclair, 
a daughter, who is a trained nurse, 
insisted, however, that all deaths were 
due to different causes. She said 
her sister died of blood poisoning, 
her mother of quinsy and her broth- 
er was suffering from erysipelas.

ARE SENT TO SENATE 


Eight of Ten Men Selected by 
Coolidge Are on the 
List. 


Washington, April 18.—()—Presi- , 
dent Hoover returned to the senate | 
today the names of eight of the ten | 
men selected by President Coolidge 18 ; 
cirevit and district judges and whose | 
confirmation was blocked by the lieg- ; 
_islative jam in the closing days of | 


the seventieth congress. 

Those who failed of selection 
the new chief executive were Lloyd 
B. Stryker as additional 
judge for southern New York, and 
Henry H. Glassie, of Maryland, a 
former member of the fariff commis- 


sion, who was nominated by Mr. Cool- | 


idge as a justice of the District of 
Columbia supreme court. 

Stryker was replaced by Alfred C. 
Coxe, of New York, while Alfred A. 
Wheat, of New York, 
general of the United States, 
nominated in place of Mr. Glassie. 
Mr. Wheat had been chosen by Mr. 
Coolidge as an additional judge for 
the eastern New York district, but 
since he is not a legal resident of that 
district Mr. Hoover chose for that 
place Clarence G. Galston, a New 
York attorney. 

Four Circuit Judges. 

The four circuit judges renominated 
by President Hoover were his frien/, 
Curtis. DD. Wilbur, former secretary 
of the navy and brother of Dr. Ray 
Lyman Wilbur, secretary of the in- 
terior; Archibald K. Gardner, of 
South Dakota: George T. McDermott. 
of Kansas, and Orie L. Phillips, cf 
New Mexico. 

Besides Galston and Coxe, the ad- 
ditional district judges named for New 
York state were Frances G. Caffev 
and John M. Woolsey, both of New 
York city, who will serve on the 
district bench for Manhattan and the 
tronx. Another renomination of a 
slistrict judge was that of A. Lee 
Wyman, of South Dakota, as an ad- 
ditional judge for the district of 
South Dakota. 

J. Lyles Glenn, of South Carolina, 
Was appointed an additional judge to 
serve in the eastern and western dis- 
trict of South Carolina. 
tion of the court dockets in those two 
districts may require a division of 
time between the separate courts, 

Mr. Wilbur, formerly chief justice 
of the California supreme court, was 
named as an additional judge in the 
ninth circuit; Mr. Gardner was made 
an additional judge for the eighth cir- 
euit and Mr. MeDermont and Mr. 
Phillips were nominated to new posi- 
tions in the tenth circuit. 

President Hoover still has to name 
an additional judge for the eastern 
New York district and an associate 
judge of the court of customs appeals. 
Former Senator Lenroot, of Wiscon- 
sin, was selected for the customs 
court by President Coolidge, and can 
have the nomination from [President 
lloover if he so desires. He had not 
yet decided, however, .whether he will 
have his name returned to the senate, 
where some opposition to his appoint- 
ment arose at the last session. 

Upon receiving the judicial nomi- 
nations, the senate referred them to 
the judiciary committee, which will 
consider them either tomorrow or 
Monday. At the same time the sen- 
ate confirmed the nomination of 
Charles J. Rhoads, a PVhiladelphia 
banker, as commissioner of Indian 
affairs, which previously had been 
approved by the senate Indian com- 
mittee,

democratic member from Texas. 

Hopes for Action. 

Although republican leaders of the) 
houge have embarked on a_ policy of 
restricting

the Georgin congressman is hopeful of
